Is Moscow Rebuilding In Vain 


To im press the world 
at large, Nikita 
Khrushchev' is m aking like he is ready to 
go to w ar at any m oment over Berlin. 


Meanwhile, back at the Kremlin, he is 
making like he doesn't plan to go to w ar 
over anything until at least 1968. 


This conclusion is prom pted by a report 
in Business Week m agazine on Moscow’s big 
urban renewal project to spruce up com­ 
m unism 's capital for the world’s fair it 
plans in 1967. 


Admitting now w hat others have been say­ 
ing about Moscow for years — that it is a 
drab, outdated city with no style or spirit— 
the Communists have em barked upon an 
ambitious program to change its face. 


It not only involves a block of new build­ 
ings for apartm ents, hotels and offices. It 
includes an expansion program to extend 
the city’s traditional limits far beyond their 
present location, with new "m odel” subur­ 
ban

More Convenience—W here Possible 


C ontractors are generally well versed on 
methods of building and repairing highways. 
Quite often, however, they are not so ac­ 
complished at providing safe passage of traf­ 
fic through their project areas and occa­ 
sionally require som e suggestions from oth­ 
ers interested not only in concrete and steel, 
but the human beings for whom the roads 
u'pre designed. 
Despite the size and num ber of earth­ 
moving vehicles involved in the Freew ay 
construction w'ork. and the need to operate 
near and upon the four-lane Super Road 
and busy Route 30, m otorists have found 
surprisingly little interference in travel at 
the sites. 
Flag men, barriers and traffic signals have 
been utilized to protect vehicles and pedes­ 
trians to a great degree. 
A contrast is the repair work being done 
on Route 30 in Beaver County where the 
roadw ay is being improved in several sec­ 
tions between L au g h lin C om ers and Hillen- 
dale. 
The nature of the work is quite different 
in that the actual roadw ay has to be tom 
up and traffic in each lane blocked at some 
places 
But the work areas, in the opinion of m any 


drivers, lack adequate warning notice and 
the whole project extends, in the opinion of 
some highway authorities, over too great a 
distance for such isolated and scattered sur­ 
face replacem ent. 
Pennsylvania highway officials would do 
well to study the repair procedures in this 
case, with an eye to limiting such hazards 
in future work and to making travel less 
inconvenient.

Brinkmanship Is Here 


As secretary of state, the late John Fos­ 


ter Dulles advocated the pursuance of two 


basic policies: 
m ilitary 
preparedness 
for 


"m assive retaliation” and diplom atic pre­ 


paredness to the point of brinkm anship. 


At the tim e he presided over United State* 
foreign policy, few people in this country 
questioned the wisdom of the first. It was 
based upon the ability of our superior nu­ 
clear equipment 
to devastate 
the home 
ba se of the Communist m asters at the first 
evidence of overt aggression against us. It 
w as implemented by letting the Com munist 
m asters know that was our intention. 
But brinkm anship — the diplom atic de­ 
vice of pushing or pursuing the enemy to 
the brink of w ar before offering him a way 
out of the dilem ma — did not go over as 
well. Indeed, when Mr. Dulles’ advocacy of 
brinkm anship was first brought to public 
light under that title, it was pounced upon 
by a variety of forces, led by his political 
opposition — the D em ocrats — who now 
have the grim responsibility for conducting 
foreign affairs. 
Although John Foster Dulles had a repu­ 
tation for being an unbending conservative 
in dealing with the Russians, the critics 
of brinkmanship attacked it. paradoxically. 
on the ground that it was too radical and 
therefore too dangerous. 


TIMES have changed. 
The 
Kennedy 
adm inistration has 
aban­ 
doned at least sole reliance on m assive 
retaliation on the grounds that it is too in­ 
flexible in preparing m ilitarily for the local, 
"brush-fire" w ars that the Communists are 
fond of waging or inviting. The retaliatory' 
policy — best evidenced in the ballistic m is­ 
sile 
subm arines 
that 
are 
patrolling 
the 
world’s oceans in increasing num bers — is

You 
learn that the w estw ard flow of 
hum anity, which N S. Khrushchev 
has just dam m ed, is motivated far 
m ore by econom ics than politics. 


YOU LEARN that about a m il­ 
lion East G erm ans w ere on the 
m arch — not only to West Berlin 
and then by quota to the various 
G erm an Federal Republic States, 
but then on to Italy, France. Aus­ 
tria, the Low Lands. D enm ark ami 
England. 


The Soviet satellite peoples had 
heard what A m ericans back home 
don’t quite realize. There is an 
enormous European prosperity fat­ 
tening every com er of the con­ 
tinent as never before in history. 


I can report this first hand. I 
have ju>t swung back into Berlin 
from most of these lands. 


There are at least 600.600 un­ 
filled jobs right now in West G er­ 
m any. The booming economy is 
fabulous. There is not even mo­ 
m entary joblessness. 


Thus the Fi'deral Labor Office 
in N urem berg has stopped collect­ 
ing unemployment insurance tax ­ 
es. It has a reserve of $1.25 mil­

stay-at-home wife.

The other day, the correspon­ 
dent in Rome of the London Daily 
Telegraph wrote to his paper that 
an attem pt m ay be made soon to 
initiate diplom atic 
relations be­ 
tween the United States and the 
Vatican. 
This probably is a mistaken re­ 
port and the speculation may have 
arisen fm m the fact that Cardinal 
Cicognani, 
the newly appointed 
papal secretary of state, is well 
acquainted in Washington, where 
he served 25 years — from 1933 
to 1958 — as the apostolic dele­ 
gate to the Catholic 
clergy 
in 
America. 


TROM 1939 TO 1950. Presidents 
Roosevelt and Trum an m aintained 
an unofficial representative—My­ 
to n C. Taylor—at the Vatican 
These relationships w ere espe­ 
cially valuable during the w ar and 
postwar periods and were there­ 
after lost in a controversy that 
arose when President Trum an rec­ 
ommended establishm ent of for­ 
m al diplom atic relations with the 
Vatican, and Congress refused to 
approve. 
Since that time, the contact be­ 
tween the A m erican government 
and the Vatican has been con­ 
fined to a few visits by dignitar­ 
ies on both sides. Yet the Roman 
Catholic Church has trem endous 
influence in every country in La­ 
tin America — each of which is 
predom inantly Catholic in its re­ 
ligious affiliation — as well as in 
France, Austria, Germ any, Spain 
and Italy. 
The \ atican could do more lo 
help the Alliance for Progress to 
succeed in Latin America than 
any other single ally. 


WHAT IS NEEDED is a special 


r\y 


organization in the United States 
governm ent devoted entirely to 
contacts with all national church 
and religious groups, both inside 
and outside the United States 
A special representative should 
be sent to Britain to m aintain 
regular contacts w'ith the clergy 
in the Church of England and with 
other Protestant church groups 
Another envoy should be sent to 
Rome as a contact with the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church 
Other 
representatives 
of 
the 
United States government should 
go on sim ilar missions to the cen­ 
ters of the Middle Eastern and 
Asian religions. 
What could these Am erican rep­ 
resentatives do? Nearly every one 
of the big churches has a vast 
personnel 
of 
m issionaries 
who 
serve all around the globe—Afri- 
ca. Asia, South America They are 
in close contact with the peoples 
of those continents They not only 
can transm it information but they 
can gather it. 


SOMETIMES the church organi­ 
zations get 
» misconception 
of 
A m erican purposes and policies, 
and their representatives repeat 
such misconceptions, not necessar­ 
ily in the pulpits hut in their in­ 
form al 
relationships 
with 
local 
leaders of thought. 
It is vital to the whole com­ 
m unication policy of the United 
States that a m eans of briefing 
the principal church leaders of 
the world should be set up by 
the United 
States 
g o v ern m en t- 
just as it spends a lot of time 
and money in contacting the press 
and movie people of various coun­ 
tries, as well as other organiza­ 
tions included in the objectives of 
our 
"cultural 
exchange” 
pro­ 
gram s. 
A few days ago President Ken­ 
nedy and other high officials of 
the 
governm ent 
in 
Washington 
thought it im portant enough 
to 
give several hours of their tim e 
privately to brief 700 newspaper 
and radio editors from all parts 
of the United States on the back­ 
ground of our foreign policy prob­ 
lems. 
It is just as im portant regular­ 
ly to give basic explanations, for 
instance, to certain people in the 
.Anglican Church in England and 
the Roman 
Catholic Church 
in 
Rome and to some of the leaders 
of the various Hebrew theological 
sem inaries in different parts of 
the world, as well as to the lead­ 
ing personalities in the religious 
groups of Asia, where the Moslem 
and other religions penetrate the 
hearts and minds of tens of mil­ 
lions of human beings for they 
ought to be informed of Ameri­ 
can purposes in the world today.

IN J I EV, 1958, about the time 
of the Lebanon crisis, an obscure 
E ast G erm an government func­ 
tionary defected to West Berlin 


He had lieen an official in an 
East G erm an state government. 
As a kind of passport to freedom, 
he brought with him a document 
—the usual thing in such defec­ 
tions. 


The document becam e known to 
A m erican and West Germ an intel­ 
ligence agents as the plan for 
"O peration Chinese Wall ”,Jh re­ 
sembled closely the swiftly exe­ 
cuted plan put into effect by East 
G erm any to stop the refugee flow 


The plan had three stages: First, 
the erection of a barbed wire b ar­ 
rier along the 25-mile-East - West 
Berlin 
boundary; 
second, 
re­ 
placing the barbed wire with a 
cement-block fence: 
finally, 
the 
building of what w ere called "pali­ 
sades.” # 


The East G erm ans put up a 
barbed wire fence during Aug. 13- 
14 When the Allies did not tear 
it down, the East G erm ans began 
replacing 
it 
with 
t i 'inent-block 
fencing

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What Are Your Chances 
of Getting a Husband? 


W 


hat are your chances of finding a husband? 
It's a question that some 22 million eligible 
American women might ponder, and the answer that 
echoes in their unclaimed hearts very likely has 22 m il­ 
lion variations. But now that the I960 national census 
has been analyzed we have some accurate statistics— 
and, ladies, the news is not good. 
The first indication of trouble is at the very top of 
the vital statistics, where the national ratio of the sexes 
is revealed to bt* only 97 adult males for every IOO fe­ 
males. As the figures are broken down according to 
m arital status, the man shortage becomes even more 
critical. For instance, among all unattached adults— 
single, widowed, or divorced—there are only 85 men for 
every IOO women. Applied to the 30- to 65-year-old age 
bracket, the ratio drops to a startling 68 eligible men 
for every 1(K) women. 
All of which means that more than one-third of A m er­ 
ica’s women are manless, and since they outnum ber the 
eligible men by more than 3 1? million their chances of 
landing a spouse are not certain, to say the least. 
Women stranded in the 30-and-over age group are 
particularly hard pressed. The statistics indicate that a 
young lady must get to the altar early if she is to avoid 
spinsterhood. The median age for first marriages for 
women has dropped to a low of 20.3 years (it was 21.9 
in 1900), and the records show that 70 percent of all 
American women m arry before 24 years of age. By the 
time a woman 
reaches 30. 
her chance of getting 
m arried is but one in two. At 40,the odds are one in five. 
Most alarming, however, is the fact that the huge su r­ 
plus of unm arried women has more than doubled in the 
decade since the 1950 census—and there appears to be 
no solution to the problem. 
The Census bureau, with a nod to Horace G reeley’s 
famed quote, has put together another set of figures that 
suggests, "go West, young woman, go West, as the best 
answer to the m aiden’s prayer. In eleven states, all 
west of the Mississippi, the male dominates the popu­ 
lation. Alaska tops the list with 132.3 men for every IOO 
women, and Haw’an is next with a 114.8-100 ratio. A ri­ 
zona, Idaho. Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, North D a­ 
kota, South Dakota. W ashington, and Wyoming also are 
among the “manliest" states. 
Massachusetts, which has only 93 4 males per IOO fe­ 
males, is the poorest state for the spouse seeker, al­ 
though the District of Columbia, with its arm y of

Although the sad plight of America’s lonely hearts 
is not to be minimized, it is trifling compared to the 
man shortage in such w ar-torn countries as Russia, G er­ 
many, and Japan. Russia, which lost more than 20 mil­ 
lion men in World War II, probably has the worst prob­ 
lem Russian women in the 30-40 age group outnum ber 
the men by seven to one, and the competition for the 
male heart is so severe that the Kremlin has authorized 
a spirited campaign through the Red press to stam p out 
“she wolves.’’ Apparently husband stealing has become 
a popular pastime behind the Iron Curtain. 
W ar losses are not the key factor in the scarcity of 
the eligible American male, even though more than 425,- 
000 young men never returned from World W ar II and 
the Korean conflict. Experts point to a combination of 
basic statistics as the root of the problem. For the past 
three decades girl babies have dom inated the new pop­ 
ulation: women have been living longer than men—the 
average has ranged as high as four years: and the soar­ 
ing divorce rate (m ore than 1.0<K) a day in the U.S.) has 
m uddled the once-standard m arital pattern. 


D 


e s p i t e such handicaps, the m ajority of American 
women are attacking the shortage problem with 
vigor, determ ination, and female canniness. T here’s 
scarcely a male haunt they haven’t invaded or an intro­ 
duction opportunity they’ve overlooked. 
Some girls move to the big city, believing they’ll find 
more men there. O thers join golf clubs, take weekend 
skiing junkets, ocean cruises, camping trips—the kind of 
activities men usually participate in. Political clubs, 
church societies, and educational courses are favorites, 
too. And if the girls don’t find a man, at least they’ve 
had some fun or improved their minds. 
On the commercial side, m arriage brokerage busi­ 
nesses thrive. Some of these organizations are little more 
than date bureaus, but the m ajority has trained psy­ 
chologists wrho earnestly seek to help clients m ake a wise 
choice of a potential mate. Registration fees usually are 
around $100 a year, and if the bureau’s pairing results 
in matrimony, there is another fee, again around $100. 
But no amount of money, effort, and high hopes can 
erase the statistics of the Bureau of Census, which show 
there simply aren’t enough men to go around; a few 
million women may have to get used to being always the 
bridesmaids, never the brides.

h e k e d - b r i c k Colonial at the com er of 
Stevens and Carlisle Streets doesn’t usu­ 
ally earn a second glance from the thousands 
of sight-seers who stream into historic G et­ 
tysburg. Pa., each day. 
It sits peacefully in the shade of massive 
elms and maples on the edge of the G ettys­ 
burg College campus, two short blocks from 
the center of town. It has no gates or guards, - 
no name plate or identification. From the 
outside, it appears to be a typical Gettysburg 
residence—sedate and well-groomed. 
Yet when I rang the bell and the heavy 
white door was opened, a transform ation 
seemed to take place. The sound of busy 
typew riters and telephones filled the en­ 
trance hall. Young ladies moved about qui­ 
etly in eflicient-secretary manner. 
I strained to hear the creaking of a rocking 
chair, but couldn't. For an instant, I thought 
I was at the wrong address. Then a courteous 
man of m ilitary bearing assured me I was not. 
He led me up a flight of carpeted stairs, 
and after waiting in an outer foyer momen­ 
tarily, I was ushered into a sunlit office of 
medium size. The man behind the desk 
looked w ell-tanned and rem arkably fit. He 
rose gingerly from his big leather chair, 
flashed his trade-m ark grin, and extended 
his right hand. 
“Mr. President,” I said after a formal 


greeting, “I was under the impression you 
had retired.” 
Dwight D. Eisenhower chuckled know ingly. 
Last Jan. 20, when he completed his term 
as 34th President of die United States and 
closed the book on almost 50 years of public 
service, he announced his intention of re­ 
treating to his Gettysburg farm and plopping 
into a rocking chair. In about six months, he 
added, he expected to start rocking. Now' the 
six months had passed, but it was obvious 
that Ike had not taken to his rocker. Indeed, 
judging by the activity, he is undoubtedly the 
nation's busiest retired executive! 


Schedule C ontinues Heavy 


The 70-year-old ex-President 
admitted 
that all his preconceived notions about retire­ 
ment were wrong. Having been geared to 
work hard all his life, he knew it would be 
difficult to stop when he left the White 
House. To avoid a radical change of pace, 
he penciled in several personal projects to 
be pursued at a relaxed pace. 
However, the demands on his time have 
been so great that most of these plans still 
have not gotten off the ground. And he con­ 
cedes that he has been unable to notice any 
appreciable difference between his present 
schedule and the one that governed his White 
House activities.

One of the major projects Ike planned for 
retirement was to write his memoirs. But 
even with a priority rating, this job is far 
behind schedule. To illustrate his point, the 
General picked up a small batch of penciled 
notes from his desk It represented, he said, 
the only work he had accomplished on the 
manuscript in three weeks—and it had been 
done during an hour-and-a-half drive to 
W ashington, D. C., to keep an engagement 
The closeness of his new headquarters to 
the capital has brought a steady procession 
of former military and government associates 
and current political leaders to 300 Carlisle 
Street. Some come out of courtesy or per­ 
sonal friendship. Others seek encouragement 
or advice Ike sees all of them. 
Invitations to public functions, dedications, 
fund-raising banquets, anniversary celebra­ 
tions arrive literally by the sackful.

The former Chief Executive fully in­ 
tends to speak his mind on the issues that 
confront the nation. He feels he has an ob­ 
ligation to stim ulate thought among his fel­ 
low Americans, so he will write and make 
speeches from time to time. 
When our conversation switched to golf, 
the General admitted somewhat ruefully 
that rainy w eather and his many out-of- 
town trips had curtailed his play consider­ 
ably. But he manages to work rn a round 
w'hen the nine-hole Gettysburg Country 
Club course—where he is a mem ber—isn’t 
too crowded. Son John and local friends 
usually make up the foursome. 


More Time for Family 


Occasionally, young David Eisenhower, 
the General’s 13-year-old grandson, will be 
included—if he's not too busy with the 
Little League. 
Ike lights up when he talks about David, 
who has developed into a husky, athletic 
youngster. He has a good swing and hits 
the ball well, Gandfather Eisenhower says, 
but he needs more practice on the greens. 
The opportunity to spend more time with 
his grandchildren (Anne, 12; Susan, 9; and 
Mary Jean, 5; in addition to David) has 
been one of the real joys of Ike’s retire­ 
m ent to Gettysburg. John—usually called 
Johnny by his parents—has taken a year’s 
leave without pay from the Army to help his 
father wade through a small mountain of 
letters, reports, and official documents, and 
determ ine their historical value to the Gov­ 
ernm ent archives or the Eisenhower Mu­ 
seum in Abilene, Kans. John, a lieutenant 
colonel now, lives on the edge of the Eisen­ 
hower farm in a remodeled house which he 
purchased from his father three years ago. 
Ike also said that his recent hectic sched­ 
ule had kept him from his easel and paints, 
but that he hoped to correct this soon. 
The General revealed that he and Mrs 
Eisenhower are looking forward to travel­ 
ing abroad, especially to Scotland, for it was 
there, at Culzean Castle above the Firth of 
Clyde, that they had their first real postwar 
vacation in 1946 
I asked the General if he had any formula 
for retirem ent by which others might profit. 
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He said no, he didn’t think he was that 
much of an expert on retirem ent, but he 
summarized 
his own 
approach 
in two 
words: keep busy. 
Then Mrs. Ann W hitman, his personal sec­ 
retary, came in to advise the General that 
the am bassador from Nationalist China had 
arrived for his appointment. I prepared to 
leave, rem arking that I probably had set 
some kind of journalistic record by not ask­ 
ing him one political question. Ike respond­ 
ed w'ith laughter. 
Stepping across the hall, I chatted with 
Col. Robert L. Schulz, who has been Ike’s 
aide for 16 years. (As a five-star general. 
Ike is entitled to an aide and an orderly for 
the rest of his life.) The Colonel knows his 
boss’s habits and reports no indication of 
the General slowing down in retirem ent. 


Dawn-to-Dusk Schedule 


Ike still has the old Army habit of rising 
early—usually shortly after dawn. Often 
he ll read for a while—he likes W esterns— 
before tackling a substantial breakfast. O r­ 
ange juice, filet mignon, and toast are his 
favorite combination. He arrives at the 
office sometime between 7:15 and 8 a m. and 
tackles his day’s schedule head-on. He takes 
an hour-and-a-half for lunch at the farm, 
and sometimes naps. If he's pressed for 
time, he might send out for a sandwich from 
the tearoom across the street from his of­ 
fice. His afternoon schedule runs to 6 p m. 
In addition to Mi's. W hitman and Colonel 
Schulz, the General has three secretaries on 
his staff assigned largely to correspondence. 
Additional help was needed immediately 
following Ike’s departure from the White 
House, w’hen more than 20,000 pieces of mail 
arrived in one week—most of them thank­ 
ing him for his years of service. 
Leaving the G eneral’s office, I drove 
through the heart of the battlefield to the 
Eisenhower farm, which is about four miles 
southwest of Gettysburg. The Eisenhower 
acreage takes rn part of Sem inary Ridge, 
w'here Pickett made his courageous charge 
on July 3, 1863—the third and last day of 
the bloody battle. 
Ike’s farm includes about 190 acres, and 
he is in partnership w'ith an old Army crony,

y so n p a il is a twin. I rem em ber when he 
and his brother P eter w ere born “B iggest 
set of tw ins w e’v e ever had here, 
the nurse said, 
“and w e've had plenty." 
“Nine pounds and a half for Peter. Six pounds. 
IO ounces for Paul,” my husband Pete told me 
later. “Wow! And just pcrfect-looking' 
Perfect on the outside but not the inside. 
Paul, we were to learn, was one of the six in 
every I.OOO American children Inn n with defective 
hearts. Ile was a “blue baby. 
Early in childhood 
he had prelim inary surgery, and we were told the 
day would come when a radical operation would 
be necessary. 
But as Paul grew older, we thought less about 
this grim warning. How could we worry about a 
coiner-iot ballplayer who could hit almost as far 
as his bigger, heavier brother: who pitched so well 
he was soon welcome in games with the bigger 
neighborhood children; who, along with Peter, had 
been promised a place on the local Knights of Co­ 
lumbus Peewee League team when he reached 
his eighth birthday? 
But by age seven. Paul seemed headed for the 
biggest disappointm ent of his young life. and we 
for another crisis. He was too short of breath to 
pitch for more than an inning or so. He needed 
someone to run the bases for him. He picked at 
his food like a sparrow To his em barrassm ent. 
Paul had to sit out gym periods- in the principal’s 
office. Lack of oxygen in the blood had increased 
so noticeably that his classmates, seeing the blue 
tinge to his lips. teased: “Hey Paul -you been 
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eatin’ blueberry pie again?’’ Our doctor’s earlier 
warning came back to us then. 
Finally oui 
hospitals physiologists, cardiolo­ 
gists, internists, pediatricians, and the director of 
open-heart surgery set the date for m ajor surgery 
- Aug. 23. I960. Pete got his assignment: bring in 
30 compatible blood-donor volunteers 
enough for 
the heart-lung machine, for transfusions ii needed, 
and for stand-bys. 
That sounded like a big assignment. But thanks 
to Pax, our neighborhood social-philanthropic club, 
and to our local newspaper's, a well-publicized 
blood-donor drive got under way. 
It seemed that everybody for miles around Hack­ 
ensack. N J , was thinking of Paul. Money came 
from strangers, and so many people offered to 
donate blood that Pete joked he’d need a bus to 
carry them all to the hospital. He even got his bus 
contributed, too. 
And then came the night of Aug. 22 
and the 
doubts and fears we d repressed so long. We could 
postpone the operation. I thought 
at least until 
atter P au ls eighth birthday next week. But no 
surgery soon and, barring a miracle, he would not 
outlive his childhood. With surgery there was 
about a 90-percent chance of survival 
good odds 
to a doctor but terrifying to a mother. I was 
tempted to ti list in a miracle; certainly I had 
prayed hard enough for one. But my husband and 
I knew what must In done, and the next morning 
he was up early getting together the blood donors.

Brig. Gen. A rth u r S. Nevins, on an a d ­ 
joining tract of 200 acres. G eneral N evins 
has been m anaging the com bine, but Ike 
told me that he expects to take a m ore a c ­ 
tive interest in cattle raising. He has about 
80 head of Black Angus, 70 hogs, a flock of 
chickens, four q u arter horses, which the Ei­ 
senhow er grandchildren ride, and three dogs 
—two English setters and a W eim araner. 
Ike and M amie first sam pled the post­ 
card beauty of G ettysburg as early as 1917. 
when as a captain he was .stationed at Cam p 
Colt, a W orld W ar I cantonm ent. The E isen­ 
how ers bought the farm in 1950, undoubt­ 
edly w ith the urging of their good friend 
George E. Allen, who has an estate nearby. 
Ike’s original investm ent in the house and 
land has been placed at $40,000. but after 
extensive rem odeling, rebuilding, and ad d i­ 
tional purchases of acreage and stock, esti­ 
m ates of the total value now run as high 
as $250,000 
The 12-room m ain house is of im m aculate 
w hite brick, with gray shutters and a gray 
slate roof It sits am id exquisite plantings on 
a velvety lawn Two huge barns and a silo 
are to the rear Jo h n 's home, w hich was fo r­ 
m erly the Eisenhow er guesthouse, is lo­ 
cated at one corner of the farm. O riginally, 
it was a one-room schoolhouse, which Ike 
purchased for $5,000 from the tow nship R e­ 
building has converted it into an attractive 
Colonial-type home. 


M am ie Has a “ Hom e" at Last 


I m et M rs Eisenhow er at the farm She 
had just returned from W ashington, w here 
she goes frequently to visit her num erous 
friends Like Ike, M amie seem s particularly 
gay about her new life. The farm is the first 
perm anent hom e she and Ike have had in 45 
years of m arried life, and it is no secret that 
she had been counting the days in anticipa­ 
tion of settling down in G ettysburg 
Mrs. Eisenhow er has only a sm all staff at 
the house—Sgt. John M oaney, the G eneral’s 
orderly and valet since 1942, and his wife 
Eleanor, who is the housekeeper and cook. 
Mamie, who sleeps later than Ike. often does 
her own m orning shopping in G ettysburg 
and can be found selecting a ham or picking 
up some playthings for the grandchildren 
One of her favorite spots, how ever, is a 


com bination general store and curio shop 
in B ig lerv ille, seven m iles north of G etty s­ 
burg. M am ie brings h e r friends th ere and 
browses, intrigued by the unusual items. 
The establishm ent of the 
Eisenhow er 
farm has caused a rem arkable transform a­ 
tion in G etty sb u rg ’s economy. O ne com ­ 
m ercial plot, valued at $15,000 in 1950. sold 
for $65,000 after Ike w'as elected President. 
Souvenir and gift shops, displaying co u n t­ 
less item s—plates, glasses, pennants—b e a r­ 
ing the pictures of Ike and Mamie, do a 
rush business the y ear round. 
“It’s as good as having another battle!” is 
the way one m erchant sum s it up. 


The H appiest Days 


W hile they have little control over the 
behavior of the rubbernecking tourists, the 
citizens of G ettysburg them selves now take 
the presence of the Eisenhow ers in stride 
and try hard to let the fam ous fam ily live 
a norm al life. Ike and young D avid can 
patronize a dow ntow n sportm g-goods shop 
w ithout causing too m uch of a stir, and 
M am ies w indow -shopping will cause only 
a few heads to turn. 
Ike is a m em ber of the G ettysburg P re s­ 
byterian C hurch and attends services reg u ­ 
larly. He had been offered the pew which 
Lincoln occupied in p rayer the day he a r ­ 
rived to m ake his historic address, but Ike 
declined. His reserved pew is three rows in 
back of Lincoln’s. H ow ever, he is escorted 
to the door by the Rev. R obert A. M ac- 
Askill, the pastor, at the end of each service. 
“T his w as a courtesy we extended to Mr 
Eisenhow er w hen he w as P resident,” the 
R everend M acAskill says. “It also facilitated 
his exit, enabling him to avoid the crow ding 
I thought it appropriate to continue.” 
T he place the Eisenhow ers hold in the 
h earts of G ettysburg!tes w as eloquently e x ­ 
pressed at the huge "hom e-com ing” recep­ 
tion which honored Ike and M amie the day 
after they left the W hite House Said H enry 
M. Scharf, toastm aster for the occasion: 
“G ettysburg has been a com m unity of 
destiny. It has had m any great days. This is 
a great day; if it is n t our greatest day. it 
certainly is our happiest day.” 
Possibly it was th e happiest day for Ike 
and Mamie, too.
